is also the case of Party II that on account of 
financial crises Party II that on account of financial 
crises Party II has to reduce the surplus staff and 
accordingly issued notices to each of the surplus 
Workmen terminating their services by way of 
retrenchment. It is stated that Party I was a 
supervisor discharging supervisory functions and 
therefore not the Workman u / s 2 ( s ) of the Act . It is 
stated that Party II reduced the workforce which 
included Party I and that all legal dues were offered 
in full and final settlement to the concerned 
employee and the said employee accepted the 
same. It is stated that thereafter at the request of 
concerned employee a certificate to that effect 
stating that he was relived from his services was 
also given to the employee. It is stated that at the 
request of Party I and on compassionate grounds 
Party I was informed that the termination letter 
dated 28-2-03 had been revoked and he was given 
a letter dated 29-4-03 asking to continue in service 
and accordingly was asked to report for work but 
despite receipts of this letter Party I failed to join 
the duty. It is further the contention of Party II that 
there is no industrial dispute at all and even on 
merits the claim is not justified and therefore the 
reference to be rejected . 


2. Upon receipt of the reference , IT /64 /03 was 
registered. Notices were issued to both the parties 
under registered post , upon which both the parties 
were served . Party I filed the claim statement at 
Exb . 4. Party II filed written statement at Exb . 6 . 


5. On the basis of the above averments of the 
respective parties issues dated 11-2-2004 at Exb.7 
were framed : 


6. Party I, Shri Sukdo Naik was examined Partly . 
He did not present himself for giving the further 
statement despite opportunities and hence his 
evidence was closed . Party II examined Shri 
Keshavanand Morajkar as witness No. 1 and closed 
their case . 


7. Since Party I and his advocate stopped 
appearing before the court after partly examining 
Party I, the arguments of learned advocate Shri V. 
Menezes for Party II , were heard . 


3. It is in Short the case of Party I that he joined 
the services of Party II as operator on 29-2-96 and 
was holding the position of Asstt . Maintenance at 
the time of termination of his services vide letter 
dated 28-2-03. It is further his case that by letter 
dated 12-3-03 he raised the dispute regarding his 
illegal termination from service. It is stated that he 
was not issued show cause notice or charge sheet 
prior to termination of his services and even no 
enquiry was conducted before taking decission of 
terminating his services . It is stated that he was a 
permanents Workman and was not performing either 
managerial or supervisory duties. It is also the case 
of Party I that his services were terminated by way 
of retrenchment without complying Section 25F of 
the Act. Party I has therefore prayed to declare that 
the action of Party II in terminating his services in 
contravention of the provisions of Section 25F as 
illegal and bad in law and to award him the relief 
of retrenchment compensation . 


8. In his arguments Lnd . advocate for Party II 
submitted that the burden to prove that he was a 
“Workman " is on Party I. He stated that Party I after 
he was partly examined in chief, did not remain 
present before the Court for further evidence and 
being so there is no cross examination of Party I 
and in such situation his evidence cannot be looked 
into . He stated that Party I has therefore failed to 
prove that he is a Workman and in such situation 
noting remains to be adjusdicated by this Court . 
Thus, he stated that no relief could be granted to 
Party I. 


4. In the written statement Party II has denied 
the case set up by Party I and has stated that Party I 
is not the Workman as defined under the Act. It 
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1947 and consequently this court losses jurisdiction 
to adjudicate this reference. Hence my findings . 


9. I have gone through the records of the case 
and have duly considered the submissions made 
by the learned advocate for Party II. I am 
reproducing herewith the issues alongwith their 
findings and reasons thereof.

12. Issue No. 2 & 3 : Both these issues are taken 
up for discussion together in the light of findings 
given on issue No. 1 above. Having come to the 
conclusion that Party No. 1 is not a Workman , the 
question of Party II complying with the provisions 
of Section 25F of the Act does not arise and 
consequently the action of Party II in terminating 
the services of Party I in contravention of the 
mandatory provisions contained in Section 25F of 
the Act, cannot be called as illegal and unjustified .

REASONS 


13. Be that as it may, vide issue No. 3 Party I is 
required to prove that the action of Party II in 
terminating his services w.e.f. 1-3-2003 is illegal 
and unjustified . It may be mentioned here that in 
the statement of claim it is the case of Party I that 
Party II terminated his services vide letter dated 
28-2-03. It is however noted that the schedule of 
reference at No. ( 2 ) indicates that the termination 
of services of Party I was w.e.f. 1-3-2003, which 
means that the terms of reference forwarded to 
this Court shows the incorrect date or vice -versa . 
In the judgement in the case of Suresh Chandra 
v / s General Manager, Rajasthan State Bridge and 
Construction Corporation 2002 (94 ) FLR 843, the 
Workman had raised and industrial dispute on the 
subject of termination of his services w.e.f. 1-3 
1987 but the Appropriate Government made the 
reference as " whether the termination of services 
of Workman Suresh Chandra w.e.f. 1-3-1989 was 
justified and if not, to what relief he was entitled 
for" . The Labour Court made the award recording 
the findings of fact that the Workman had worked 
till 28-2-87 and awarded compensation to the 
Workman . It was held that the Labour Court could 
not have amended the reference by holding that 
the services stood terminated w.e.f. 1-3-1987. It was 
also held that the Industrial Tribunal has no 
jurisdiction to go beyond the terms of reference 
and to enquire into the question which is involved 
in the reference and if it does so , the award is 
nullity and would not confer any right upon the 
Party . The above judgment is referred only to show 
that even if this court had held that Party I herein 
was a Workman , in the light of the case set up by 
the Party I in the claim statement that his 
termination was w.e.f. 28-2-03 , Party I would fail 
in proving issue No. 3 and consequently would 
not succeed in getting any relief. 


10. Issue No. 1 : As rightly pointed out by the 
learned advocate for Party II, the burden to prove 
this issue lies on Party I. Nonetheless , records reveal 
that Party I was partly examined in chief and his 
further examination in chief was deferred for the 
reasons that the date of termination of service as 
mentioned in the order of reference by the 
Government, was incorrect and that the Party I 
wanted to move the Government for correcting the 
same. It is pertinent to note that this date was 
never got corrected by the Party I and also that 
Party I did not step into the witness box any further 
for further examination in chief. Consequently, there 
was no cross examination of Party I. As a result the 
deposition of Party I which has been partly recorded 
losses weight and hence it cannot be considered . 
This being the situation , it becomes clear that Party I 
has failed to discharge the burden of proving 
issue No. 1 . 


11. Having failed to prove this issue , it can be 
safely concluded that Party I is not a Workman 
within the meaning of Section 2 (S ) of the I.D. Act , 


14. At any rate , in the light of findings of issue 
No. 1 nothing survives for deciding issue No. 2 
and 3 and hence they are answered in the negative . 
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Shri Sahish Mahambrey shall return all the 
briefs pending with him if any, to the Office of 
Ld .
